THE LOCAL WEATHER 
STATI0^7. 


In his address to the Commercial dub Saturday 


night, Mr. W. S. Palmer, the local forecaster of the 
Fort Wayne weather station, presented much informa- 
tion concerning the work of the station. All that he 
had to say was of interest, but in a very special way 
was that true of what he stated concerning the prac- 
tical uses the public can make of the records and 
reports from his office. 
Since the federal weather 


bureau was transferred from the war department to 
the agricultural department the meterological service 
has undergone a stupendous development. It has 
been sought to make it of daily practical value to all 


' sorts of general 
interests—agriculture, commerce, 


transportation both rail and marine and, in short, to 
the country universally. 
The establishment of a 


weather station here not only connects Fort Wayne 
•with and makes it a part of this almost world-wide 
agency, but gives the community and the wide expanse 
of territory tributary to it the advantage and profit of 
local forecasts and records. It is of inestimable value 
to have such a local service and the people have only 
to make use of it. 
Whatever service the weather 


station here shall render is free to the public save for 
such indirect expense as the public bears in support of 
the general government. From the day of his arrival 
here Forecaster Palmer has sought to impress upon 
the people of Fort Wayne and the region round about 
that this weather station is for their use and benefit 
and that he is at their service in any way the govern- 
ment weather bureau designs as a part .of the work of 
local stations. The establishment of the 'Fort Wayne 
station was purposed to meet a very practical need 
and that the people here and hereabouts appreciate it is 
in every way manifest. Mr. Palmer is a man of long 
experience in the service and in sending him here Dr. 
Willis Moore, .the bureau chief at Washington, said 


. he had given Fort" Wayne .the benefit of one of the 


very best men in the service. 
The local station is 


doing work of great interest and value which will be 
immensely added to within a few days when the local 
forecasts will be inaugurated. 


As we have taken occasion to state in this column 


Fort Wayne must not depend wholly upon private 
benefaction to equip Fort Wayne with public play- 
grounds. These are public institutions for the public 
benefit and the municipality ought now to take meas- 
ures to bear some of the expense. This matter is al- 
ready up to the city council and as other playgrounds 
are to be established and equipped this year there 
should he ready acquicsence in .{he means proposed to 
further the work.

COUNCIL SHOULD 'ACT. 


The city council will act fully in accord with public 


sentiment and in answer to public expectation if at its 
meeting tomorrow night it takes preliminary steps to 
give Fort Wayne an improved garbage system. The 
system this city now has in no respect meets the needs 
of the people and it should be superseded at the 
-Earliest possible'time by something that will. It is a 
•serious problem upon which much light should be had 
and we feel constrained again to suggest that the coun- 
cil appoint a special committee to make an investigation 
in such cities as are known to have developed effectual 
means for dealing with it. There should be an appro- 
priation for this purpose and the inquiry ought to be 
thorough. Fort Wayne cannot continue to get along 
•with the system installed near twenty years ago. The 
crematory is a crude and inadequate affair and locater 
in a place where it shou'lr, never have been establishes 
and where it should not be continued. 
A modern 


destruction plant is needed and along with this shoul 
be devised a system of collection that will overcom 
all the shortcomings of the system now employed i 
Fort Wayne. As a matter of fact, this is the more 
important as well as the more perplexing phase of the 
problem and one we hope to see a committee be able 
to solve by a diligent inquiry- abroad. 
There can be 


no disputing the need of this public improvement j 
and we believe that in .no direction can the council find 
a field in which it can render greater or more immedi- 
ate jrood to the city than by prompt steps to provide it.

Mark you. the challenge is not to the sophisticated game 
of quoits, but to the old-fashioned rural substitute of 
horseshoes. 
The games are much alike, and often 


played under similar regulations, but no country-bred 
man would pitch quoits when he could pitch horse- 
shoes. 


According to the rules adopted in 1869 the game of 


quoits is played with iron discs eight, inches in diame- 
ter and of such weight as the players choose. The pegs, 
or more properly, "megs." are eighteen yards apart j 
and they project one inch above the ground. 
The quoit j 


lyin.s nearest the meg counts one point, for the player | 
by whom it. Is pitched, and a "ringer" counts two points.:

THE LOCAL WEATHER 
STATION. 


In his address to the Commercial club Saturday 


night. Mr. W. S. Palmer, the local forccastor of the 
Fort Wayne weather station, presented much informa- 
tion concerning the work of the station. All that he 
had to say was of interest, but in a very special way 
was that true of what he stated concerning the prac- 
tical uses the public can make of the records and 
reports from his office. 
Since the federal weather 


bureau was transferred from the war department to 
the agricultural department the meterological service 
has undergone a stupendous development. It has 
been sought to make it of daily practical value to all 
sorts of general interests—agriculture, commerce, 
transportation both rail and marine and, in short, to 
the country universally. 
The establishment of a 


weather station here not only connects Fort Wayne 
with and makes it a part of this almost world-wide 
agency, but gives the community and the wide expanse 
of territory tributary to it the advantage and profit of 
local forecasts and records. It is of inestimable value 
to have such a local service and the people have only 
to make use of it. 
Whatever service the weather 


station here shall render is free to the public save for 
such indirect expense as the public bears in support of 
the general government. From the day of his arrival 
here Forecaster Palmer has sought to impress upon 
the people of Fort Wayne and the region round about 
that this weather station is for their use and benefit 


. and that he is at their service in any way the govern- 


ment weather bureau designs as a part of the work of 
local stations. The establishment of the Fort Wayne 


—Station-.was purposed to meet a very practical need 


and that the people here and hereabouts appreciate it is 
in.every way manifest. Mr. Palmer is a man of long 
experience in the service and in sending him here Dr. 
Willis Moore, .the bureau chief at Washington, said 


- he had given Fort Wayne ,the benefit of one of the 


very best men in the service. 
The local station is 


doing work of great interest and value which will be 
immensely added to within a few days when the local 
forecasts will be inaugurated. 


As we have taken occasion to state in this column 


Fort Wayne must not depend wholly upon private 
benefaction to equip Fort Wayne with public play- 
grounds. These are public institutions for the public 
benefit and the municipality ought now to take meas- 
ures to bear some of the expense. This matter is al- 
ready up to the city council and as other playgrounds 
are to he established and equipped this year there 
should be ready acquicsence in jhe means proposed to 
further the work.

KINDLY INTEREST 


COUNCIL SHOULD 'ACT. 


The city council will act fully in accord with public 


sentiment and in answer to public expectation if at its 
meeting tomorrow night it takes preliminary steps to 
give Fort Wayne an improved garbage system. The 
system this city now has in no respect'meets the needs 
of the people and it should be superseded at the 
"Earliest possible* time by something that will. It is a 
serious problem upon which much light should be had 
an.d we feel constrained again to suggest that the coun- 
cil appoint a special committee to make an investigation 
in such cities as are known to have developed effectual 
means for dealing with it. There should be an appro- 
priation for this purpose and the inquiry ought to be 
thorough. Fort Wayne cannot continue to get along 
with the system installed near twenty years ago. The 
crematory is a cru^e and inadequate affair and located 
in a place where it shou'lr. never have been established 
and where it should not be continued. A modern 
destruction plant is needed and along with this should 
be devised a system of collection that will overcome 
all the shortcomings of the system now employed in 
Fort Wayne. 
As a matter of fact, this is the more 


important as well as the more perplexing phase of the 
problem and one we hope to see a committee be able 
to solve by a diligent inquiry abroad. 
There can be 


no disputing the need of this public improvement 
and we believe that in.no direction can the council find 
a field in which it can render greater or more immedi- 


ate- good to the city than by prompt steps to provide it.

There should also be an ordinance prohibiting the 


display in pawnbrokers' windows and elsewhere of dif- 
ferent kinds of deadly weapons. Men and youths of im- 
mature minds are tempted by the 'sight and buy what 
they otherwise might never have thought of buying. 
Nothing should be left undone to decrease that passion 
for having weapons 'which shows that in one particular 
we have not escaped from a state of savagery. 


It should be clearly understood that while ordinances 


can check the indiscriminate'purchase of firearms, men 
who lead lives of crime will always get them when they 
want them. There would always be somebody to sup- 
ply their'wants if they would pay the price. But if po- 
lice, magistrates and juries did their full duty criminals 
would be more cautious about carrying arms.

through Fort Wayne is built—as it will 
be—giving us many of the advantages j 
of a lake port city. let the celebrations j 
attendant on Its commencement and . 
completion be scheduled for a Fourth 
of July. 


Such a time would be most fitting— 


fitting because- similar 
celebrations 


marking the completion of 
different 


sections of our old canal of three score 
and ten years ago. the Wabash and 
Erie canal, were held on anniversaries 
of America's Independence day. 


The first celebration occurred on July 


4, 1835. The canal was then finished 
from Huntincton to Fort Wayne and on 
that day a canal boat, called the Indi- 
ana, mad* the journey, with prominent 
residents on board, from hare to Hunt- 
Jngton. The trip was described in the 
local papers of that time as an event- 
ful "ne. 


The captain of the boat was Asa 


Falrfield and among those taking pass- 
age on It werp Judse Samuel Hanna, 
Hon. Hugh 
McCulloch. Dr. 
L. O. 


Thompson. Alien Mr -illton, Samuel and j 
'William Ertsnll, \ \ . i i n m O. and Geo. 
AV. E\ving, Francis Compare!, J. B. 
Bourie, William Kockhill. John Spen- 
cer, David G. Coleriok.

The celebration at Huntlngton was 


' attended 1-y a large concourse of peo- 


ple, all happy on the uniting commer- 
cially of tho two towns. The oration 
of the day was delivered by Hon Hugh 
McCulloch. 


Second Calabration. 


The second celebration, eight years 


later,. marking the completion of the 
canal to Toledo, was a grander one, 
being of an elaborate character and 
participated in by distinguished men 
from many other cities, the canal be- 
ing then complete to a point below La- 
fayette on the Wabash river, connect- 
ing the waters of Lake Erie with those 
of the Mississippi river. This celebra- 
tion was on July 4, 1843. 


It took place in Fort Wayne and was 


held in Swinney park, then a grove. It 
was a mammoth affair, attended by the 
whole country hereabouts and many 
from Cincinnati, Cleveland, Toledo, De- 
troit and other cities. The orator of 
the day was Gen. Lewis Cass, then one 
o£ the most brilliant speakers of the 
nation. 


A great barbecue was the feature ot 
^ 


the occasion, two roasted oxen being 
served free to the great concourse of 
people. These oxen Peter Kiser, a well 
remembered prominent pioneer, drove 
across the country 
from 
the 
Wea 


•prairie;. 145 miles south of Fort Wayne, 
for the 'occasion. ' 
The ceremonies attending the com- 


mencement of the work on the canal 
was not such an elaborate occasion. It, 
however was celebrated with Interest- 
ing exercises. 
They took place on 


February 22, 1832, Washington's birth-

Here Was an Incident Where the Fowls 


Did Not Harm the Vegetables, 


(Orange Judd Farmer.) 


Last summer I visited a, farm where 


about twenty white "Wyandotte fowls 
are kept throughout the year, and 


here about, 150 chick? were raised for 


home use. The most interesting thing 
about the poulttry was the fact that 
:he fowls were not confined to yards, 
nor was the garden fenced off to keep 
the birds from scratching it. This is 
the common practice on farms, but 
usually there is considerable com- 
plaint that the fowls injure the garden. 
Only trifling damage was done by the 
flock mentioned. 


The older fowls were not sufficiently 


numerous to do much harm In the gar- 
den of about half an acre, especially 
whil<- sirne of them were setting or 
were in charge of their broods. The 
poultry houses wer» situated less than 
ifiO feet from the garden, but there was 
so much space for the fowls to roam 
ox'er that, they seemed almost to avoid 
the garden. The brood? were kept in 
coops and runs until the chicks wer» 
fairly well feathered, although after 
[h"y were two or thro* weeks "Id they 


the chicks made a business of devour- 
ing insects, and it was not necessary 
for the farmer to practice the ordinary 
methods of insect control, because the 
chicks relieved him of all this trouble. 
The result of the ordinary cnre given 
the young flock was that a very large 
percentage of the chicks reached ma- 
turity. As to thr garden, when 1 saw 
it in late summer it looked especially 


thrifty, the plants were exceptionally 
free from indications of insect attacks, 
and the owner was well pleased, not 
only with the garden but the double 
crop of vegetable and animal food for 
the family raised on the one area. The 
garden was nincle to supply a. very con- 
.<=id»rabl« portion of th» chicks' feed, 
and as this supply w.is mainly of bugs, 
tho advantage was all tin? greater.

Proposes New Gauges.

The 'local office wA undertake to do 


some work on the fiver service on 
the Maumee, St. Joseph's and St. 
Mary's rivers. For several years some 
river service has been maintained in 
this city by Mr. Mohler, who has co- 
operated with the weather bureau in 
the sen-ice. A gauge was marked on 
the south abutment of the pier at the. 
east end ot the Columbia street bridge, 
such a gauge being familiar to a great 
many of you. This gauge, however, did 
hot allow Mr. Mohler to keep a record

After Working His Brain He Would 


Tak* Long Walks Into th»>Country. 


(New York Sun.) 


The Interest in the approaching an- 


niversary of the birth of Chajrles Dick- 
ens has spread to the countries of the 
continent of Europe and one of the 
vriters who have done the most to 
meet the demand for facts about the 
personality of the English novelist Is 
•>aul Louis Hervier, 
who has just 


brought out a .study of 'Dickens that 
ms been accepted as the authority in 
European countries outside of England. 


Concerning 
Dlcken's methods 
of 


work Hervier writes that his greatest 
results were accomplished between the 
time of breakfast and luncheon, al- 
though with increased pressure on nlm 
he often worked until late in the night 
as well as during his regular hours. 
Dickens himself said that it'was in the 
early morning that he was able to do 
his best work. 


Whenever it was that he workec 


there was always one thing that im- 
mediately followed the end of his lit 
erary labors. That was exercise of hi 
body. He took long rides on horseback 
but this did not prevent a constantly 
.growing, passion ..for walking. It wa 
'indeed a mighty pedestriaa who coul< 
walk as Dickens did, from eight to ten 
miles at a time. 


His long tramps through London had 


in the opinion of Hervier much to do 
with the novelist's intimate knowledge 
of'the city.- He explored every pos- 
sible corner' of the city and through- 
out his life: hs .never lost this desire to 
roam. 


Hervier tells ra story of his passion' 


which led Dickens one night to start to 
walk from his home in the country to 
London, more than forty miles. It was 
daybreak before he reiched the out- 
skirts of the city. He sought break- 
fast at the first inn at which he saw 
the proprietor opening the doors. To 
his astonishment his host refused the 
gold piece he offered on the ground 
that !t was false. 


"But I 'am Charles Dickers," ex- 


plained the writer. 


"Anybody could say that," the inn- 


keeper answered. 
"How do 1 know 


who you are?" 


So it was necessary for the novelist to 


wait until an apothecary next door 
came down to open his shop for the 
day. He satisfied the Innkeeper that 
his guest really was the famous man 
whose portrait was widely circulate! 
for those days. So he was allowed to 
continue his walk on the promise to 
pay his bill later.

Hudson Bay Fur company's trappers 
stumbled into the Mandan houses up 
in the northwest, these Indians have 
been something -of an enigma to the 
white man. There was an air about 
them such as none other of the Indians 
had. 
They were regal looking men, 


straight, deep- chested, heavy shoul- 
dered, and they walked with the char- 
acteristic stride of the 
white man. 


Many of them were 
blue-eyed 
and 


their skins were dark like the skin of 
a. white man who has lived for a gen- 
eration or so in the open. 


There are scarcely 100 o£ the pure 


blood Mandans now living on a west- 
ern reservation. 
They are generally 


credited with being a Siouan race, but 
the strangeness of their now almost 
obliterated traditions has always cap- 
tivated the mind of the student. 
Their 


pale skins and occasional blue eyes 
have lent much weight to their story 
that their ancestors came across the 
great water from the east in a winged

to the south of Labrador. There the 
tale ends, but such as it is it bears out 
tile Mandan myth that their forbears 
were white men who came across the 
waves in a great canoe with 
wings. 


The transient manner of life among 
savages has prevented any certain evi- 
dence of their earlier

preservation. It takes but a few years 
for the forest to obliterate all traces 
of a savage nation save a few pots 
herds and an occasional skull 
that 


marks their burying places.

seems to connect the "White Indians' 
of the north with one of the savag 
episodes of half mytnical Welsh his 
tory. 
There runs a tale among the 


early chroniclers of the Welshmen of 
a certain Prince Mortoc who rebelled 
against authority anrl waged a long 
and bloody civil war. In the end he 
and his followers were defeated and 
scattered among the hills and broken 
country along the seacoast.

than submit to the certain death that 
awaited them at the hnr.ds of the vic- 
tors, they built for themselves a ship 
an denmarked upon it with their wives 
and children. They then set sail and 
vanished into the west. 
For 'genera- 


tions their vindictive kinsmen cher- 
ished a tradition that they had sailed 
around Ireland and struck out into 
the unknown Atlantic in search nf a 


canoe. 
Like other savages of North 


America they have kept no written an- 
nals of their tribe, but the tradition of 
their coming has been handed down 
from one generation to another by the 
wise men of the tribe.
